Suggestion that city council be in- 


formed of the desirability of the old 
Rosena furnace site for use us a pub- 
lic playground, was made at the meet- 
ing of the Perry S. Gaston post, Am- 
erican Legion, last evening. 


The matter was discussed( by the

To this class also goes 
the credit of assigning fewer pupils 
to one teacher on the average than 
in any other class of districts, 'there- 
by permitting more individual atten- 
tion for each pupil. - .

In addition to 
the two first class districts and the 
IB second class districts, there are 214 
third class districts, including the 
smaller cities, boroughs and first class 
township and 2347 fourth class or 
rural school districts. 


Value Is Huge. 


The total value of real estate devot- 


ed to-public school service in the state 
is !>507.417,115, toe survey shows. Phil- 
adelphia' and Pittsburgh have spent 
$148,505,834 upon 484 school buildings, 
or an average- of $306,830 'per building. 
This average, is highest In the state. 
In the second class-districts there are 
477 srhool buildings, which cost $91.- 
'50E,401 or an average of $191,835 each. 
Third class school districts have 1937 
•buildings costing a total of S14S,883,- 
005, 
or an average of $75,830 
per 


building. The fourth- class or rural 
districts spent $120,522,875 for 10,938 
buildings, with the low average of 
only $11,018 per building, The aver- 
age cost per building in the state Is 
$36,673, an average so low because 
almost 57 per cent, of the 
13,836 


school buildings in the state are one- 
TQom schools. Most of the one-room 
buildings are in the rural districts,

These districts-have the highest1 in- 
vestment in real estate per pupil In 
the state. For every one of the 223,- 
645 pupils In these districts, $409 has 
been spent in buildings, sites and 
equipment. In P&iladelphia and Pitts- 
burgh . the average Investment lor 
each of the 387,286 pupils is $383. In 
third class districts there has been an 
average investment of $279 for each 
of the 525,241 pupils. In the fourth 
class or rural districts, only $161 in- 
vestment is the average for each of 
the 747,251 pupils. 
The state-wide 


average is $269 capital outlay for each 
of the 1.883,423 pupils. 


The second class districts also have 


reduced the number ' of pupils for 
which each teacher, is responsible, to 
a lower figure than any other districts. 
In these city districts there are 7474 
teachers, or one teacher for each 29.9 
pupils. .In Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burgh there are 11,638 teachers, but 
the average Is only one teachar for 
every 33.6 pupils, the largest average 
number of pupils assigned to each 
teacher of any class of districts In the 
state, Third class districts have 18.- 
039 teachers, which enables them to, 
assign 32.7 pupils as an average to 
each teacher. Despite the large num- 
ber .of one-room schools, fourth class I 
[districts with 24,610 teachers, have 
one teacher for every 30.3 pupils. 
With a total of 59,661 teachers, the 
average in the state is 31.5 pupils for 
every teacher. 


The inference to be' drawn from the 


results of the survey is that while 
school children In Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh may have- the pleasure • of 
attending 'larger, mere ornate and 
more. expensive buildings, the greater 
advantages of equipment per pupil 
and more individual attention from 
teachers is granted to the children of 
the cities of slightly less population 
which'form the school districts of the 
second class.

The last minute increases of House 


rates were made to give the tanning 
ndustry the greatest protection in its 
history. The tanners had complained 
hat existing law was forcing them 
Into, bankruptcy and that the House 
rates would not give sufficient relief. 
The Republican leaders said the 
ihanges would not result in.any in- 
rease in the price of shoes as the 
hoe rate had been reduced, even 
hough hides were taxed for the first 
ime and leather duties Increased. 
The Senate Republicans meanwhile 


moved to wipe out diamond smug- 
ling.

VIENNA, Aug. 14.—Two leagues are 


functioning In Vienna today to "ob- 
tain equal rights for oppressed males," 
but one of them is not striving so 
vallently as it used to. 
The founder 


fell in love and 
decided to allow 


•women themselves to Join. 
These two organizations are "AeQU- 


ttas," the original organization, which 
hfis Invited 'honest"' women to par- 
ticipate in its world conference here 
utixt month, and "Justitla," which is 
agrainst all women. 
When Heir Von Hoebcrth, a divor- 


ced man of Vienna, formed the or- 
iginal league for the rights of men. 
he was outspoken in hi:; criticism of 
laws and usages which gave men and 
especially married or divorced men 
"the worst of it." He had little use 
for women and femine prerogatives 
and did not hesitate to say so. 
But 


when he fell in love everything- was 
changed. 


Founder Is Firm 
Heir Kornblueh one of the founders 


of the original league, who remained 
firm in his anti-woman attitude, de- 
clared in an address to his colleagues: 


"Tread softly, my dear comrades, 


upon this floor because you are tread- 
Ing on one of my dreams. 
Heir Von 


Hoehberth, our president, who was 
known as an honorable divorced man, 
became entangled in a love affair, 
Is seen In public places with a young 
•woman, whom foolish youth would 
call a charming one, and has recent- 
ly opened the doors of our league to 
women. 
This, I regard, as a dese- 


cration of our sublime ideals." 


This was the first serious discord 


among the fighters for the "emanci- 
pation of men." 
It led to the seces- 


sion of one faction from the original 
league and the creation of "Justitla." 


Herr Von Hoeberth remained pres- 


ident of "Acquitas" while Herr Horn- 
blueh was cnosen president of the 
hundred per centers of "Justitia." 


The world conference in 
Vienna 


sponsored by "Acquitas" is scheduled 
to open on Semtember 25. Its pro- 
gram, as previously outlined by Herr 
Von Hoaberth calls for inauguration 
of an International movement for re- 
form of marriage and divorce laws, 
especially laws relating to allmoney. 
It is claimed that "unprincipled wom- 
en- purposely marry men with the 
idea of obtaining divorces and ali- 
mony later on. 
"Justitia" is opposed to the present 


movement to bestow still further po- 
litical liberties upon women, who,, it 
la claimed, are "forgetting their na- 
tural duties."

Out dashed Can- 
gey, 
left extended as a threat. 


They commenced slugging. Can- 
gey's right beat Frankie's left. 
The blow landed on Frankie s 
jaw.

And while you've been regaled with 


what happened to Ferro don't forget 
that Mr. Paris Cangey visited the 
canvas four times. The fcout had no 
sooner started than a short, inside 
right rolled Cangey to the floor. He 
took a count of nine, arose and was 
met with another right that sent him 
down again.
